Love is Ail We Need 

Back in the *60s a mop-headed group of fellas from England, called the Beatles, coined the phrase, "All We 
Need is Love". The Outreach Ministry of FCLC exemplifies that concept with love, compassion and a determi- 
nation to make a difference in lives that, for one reason or another, are not going quite right or are going quite 
wrong. With God's love working through them, these very special volunteers involved in the Outreach Minis- 
tries discreetly work behind the scenes to encourage those folks who have lost faith and hope. A huge differ- 
ence is made in these lives before they fall between the cracks and are lost forever. In the ultimate act of love 
God gave His only Son for us - sinners one and all - and these volunteers give their time, efforts and compassion 
which reflects that love. In 1 John 3:17-18 we are told "how does God's love abide in anyone who has the 
world's goods and sees a brother or sister in need and yet refuses to help? Little children, let us love not in 
word or speech, but in truth and action. " 

For those who are down on their luck, have bodies tortured by addiction and find their Lifesprings wane and all 
but dry up, the Lord tells his followers (his "sheep") to do what they can to help their fellow man/woman, and 
the Outreach recruits do exactly that: they REACH OUT! It is a perfect example of how scripture is still being 
fulfilled some 2,000 years after it was written. Jesus tells his shepherds to lead by example- lead with your 
heart- and the righteous will follow and do good in His name. 

As it says in Matthew 25:33-34, "...and he will put the sheep at his right hand and the goats at his left. Then 
the king will say to those at his right hand, "Come, you that are blessed by my Father, inherit the Kingdom 
prepared for you from the foundation of the world".,, and the king will answer them, "Truly I tell you, just as 
you did it to one of the least of these who are members of my family, you did it to me". So - people involved 
from planning, preparing and performance - you are the light of Christ; the light of hope, the light under the 
doorway to the kingdom of heaven behind which salvation awaits. To get there and enter that door, "All we 
need is love, love is all we need."
